that the agreement was improbable and | 
that the GT.P. plan as provided by | 
that company’s agreement with thecity | 
would be approved. Afier the mayor's | 
departures the situation changed and ac- ! 
cording io Solicitor Beck’s wire, it was 
most probable that conferences ‘vould 
be held and a union terminal agree- 
ment arrived at. These negotiations 
will probably commence Tuesday and | 
will go on continuously but will doubt- 
less take considerable time.

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WILL HAVE SUITABLE DESIGN 


Architecture Will Accord With Sur- 
rounds and Harmonise With — 
Provincial Buildings 


Premier Rutherford stated today 
that during his visit to the east he met 
Sir Thomas Sha:chnessy, president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway {1 
Montreal. The president of the C.P.R 
assured the premicr of Alberta that 
the architectu:ai desiga and construc- 
tion of the proposed C.P.R. bridge 
over the Saskatchewan river between 
Edmonten and Strathcona would be 


of such a nature as to be in perfect | 


harmony with the proposed plans of 
the grounds and of the parliament 
buildings. The C.P.R. are anxious to 
co-operate with the government in 
maintaining the natural beauty and 
enkancing the landscape features of 
the site of Alberta’s legislative build- 
ings. 

The premier further stated that the 
site would be surveyed at once to as- 
certain the amount of land it con- 
tained and that a landscape architect 
had been secured to elaborate a scheme 
of beautifying the grounds. The plan 
of the buildings will be in conformity 
with the plans of the landscape archi- 
tect so as to give unity and harmony 
to the scene. Mr. F. G. Todd of Mon- 
treal ,who is doing similar for the 
Saskatchewan government will be the 
architect and is reputed to be a very 
competent landscape engineer. Mr. 
Todd arrived in the city last Friday. 

The premier further stated that the 
government were determined to make 
the proposed buildings in every way 
worthy of the people and the great 
province of Alberta.

Chief Justice Sifton Refuses te Allow 
Appeal of Killen & Gibert on Lot

The application was a test case, Kil- 
len & Gilbe:. applying for a reduc 
tion of assessment on lot 217, biock 2, 
H.B.R., which was assessed by the city 
assessor ai 39,000 and which assess- 
;ment ihe city assessmert commission 
refused to reduce. E. T. Bishop, so- 
licitor for the applicants confined his 
attention to an endeaver t oprove that 
whereas the lot in question had been 
offered, and was still offered, for sale 
at $7,000, the $9,000 valuation was 
gross. 

Mr. Newell, of Beck, Emery & Ne- 
well, who acted for the city argued 
i that as the lot was assessed on the 
| same basis as other lots in that viein- 
ity no injustice was done aad no gross 
overvaluation was apparent. 

Chief Justice Sifton in refusing the 
appeal stated that it was a matter 
of common sense aS much as law. It 
really made no particular difference to 
the rate-payers whether their proper- 
ty as a whole was assessed high or 
low so long as it was equitable, and 
while some oyer-enthusiastic assessor 
might place the whole valuation at 
twicet he actual value that was no 
evidence of unfairness, although such 
an assessment might not be dirirabie. 
In this case, the fact that others in 
the vicinity had not considered it worth 
while tc appeal against the assessnient 
he took t omean itthat they were satia- 
fied with it, and he therefore did not 
feel inclined to upset it.
